I need not speak here of the bankruptcy of

GLIMPSES OF THE AGE RELIEF LAW 


At the end of the first six-month en- 


forcement of New York's Old-Age Security 
Law, increased requisitions for State aid 
are reported. 
Evidences of this tendency 


are found 
in the statistics from 
the 


metropolis. 


It is reported that in the first month of 


the present year New York City paid out 
5381,658 for pensions. Each succeeding 
month has witnessed a rise in payments 
until for June they reached $646,219.. The 
total expended for the first six months was 
$3,103,172. Recipients numbered 11,171 in 
January and 19,568 in June. By December 
it is expected that 23,000 residents of the 
city will be receiving relief in this form. 
This means that the metropolitan payments 
for the year will total about _$7,000,000, of 
which the State will be obligated to refund 
one-half. 


In New York City, Commissioner Taylor 


of the Department of Public Welfare, who 
s in charge of the old-age disbursements, 
attributes the increased demands to unem- 
ployment. It is explained that these appeals 
do not signify that the applicants, all of 
vhom are 70 or more, have lost their jobs. 
Thc reason given is that their children and 
thcrs. who would ordinarily contribute to 
heir support now lacks the means of he!p_-;

The author 
of the theory of relativity is one of the most 
famous mcn in the world, but his fame is of the 
sort which at least 99.9 per cent of the world's 
population must take on trust. 
Encyclopedias 


prelude their accounts 
of Professor Einstein's 


theory with the warning that a full understand- 
ing of it Is possible only to persons who have 
received a thorough training In the higher mathe- 
matics; and even some of these appear to be 
slightly dazeci. Although Latin Is the most precise 
of languages, the Oxford oration on Dr. Einstein's 
genius offers small enlightenment to the ordinary 
man. 
Nature, It tells us, has revealed to the 


great physicist that "nothing has absolute exist- 
ence except a Continuum ot Space-time, and that 
curved." Even to scholars this statement must, 
be somewhat obscure. They will get little help 
from Professor Einstein's explanation, in his sub- 
sequent lecture, that he is trying ngw to complete 
the theory "by superposing a directional structure 
on the simple metrical one."-

We know only that Professor Einstein's theory of 
rsvitation challenges Newton's theory, that It 


explains certain phenomena which were previously 
mysterious^ and that It was verified by observa- 
tions during the total eclipse of 1919, With these' 
outstanding facts—or assurances—we must be 
content; and herein lie* .the tragedy, of science.
